EXPLOSION OF A BOMB SHELL. 


A few weeks ago there was an accidental 
explosion of a bomb shell in Charlton Street, 
New York. And as 1 chanced, to be at the 
spot but a few 'moments after the explosion, I 
will give you a description of the terrific scene, 
as it met my eye. I was sitting in my house, 
about a quarter of a mile from the place of 
the explosion, at 4 o’clock P. M. when the 
whole house was shaken by the report of ap¬ 
parently the heaviest piece of artillery.

In a 
moment more a crowd came around the corn¬ 
er of Charlton Street into Hudson Street, bear¬ 
ing the body of a well-dressed man, upon a 
window shutter. They crossed the street di¬ 
rectly by.the omnibus, and I observed that the 
whole back side of the. head was blown off', 
and the blood and brains were dripping down 
upon the shutter. Perceiving indications of 
great excitement in the rapidly gathering 
crowd, and hearing exclamations or “explo¬ 
sion,” “terrible explosion,” &c., 1 left the 
omnibus to learn the cause of the disaster.— 
Entering Char I tom-Street, guided by hundreds 
who were rushing to that point from all quar- 
i ters, I observed on both sides of the street, for 
I a little distance, thut the windows were entire¬ 
ly demolished, the frames in many jilaces 
blown in, doors shattered, and holes blown 
actually through the sides of houses. In one 
place, forty rods, I should judge, from the 
spot where the explosion took place, a hole 
wuMblown through the front of a frame house, 
large enough for a man to enter. Upon the 
side walk, hi front of a shop of old iron, lay 
in disorder, some thirty or forty rusty bomb 
shells, about eight inches in diameter. It was 
said by the crowd that a man had one of these 
between his knees, endeavoring to loosen the 
charge with a stick, when it exploded, pro¬ 
ducing this scene of destruction and carnage. 
The body of this man was torn to pieces, and 
scattered in fragments through the streets.— 
Observing a crowd gathered around an object 
in the street at a little distance, I approached 
it, and saw, apparently, a large piece of butch¬ 
er’s meat, which a boy was pushing about 
with his foot. On examining it, it proved to 
be thclovver portion of a man’s leg, with the 
crushed bones, and mangled flesh.

Bno.Wtn.EY:—It is well known thHt the 
discussion between Dr. Fuller and Dr. Way- 
land has been published in a volume, designed 
for extensive circulation, and it has already 
run through several editions. And so far as 
1 have seen, the work has been noticed by 
anti-slavery papers without anything express 
either of commendation, or of censure. Dr. 
Wayland in his letters professes to “express 
the almost universal opinions of Christians of 
every denomination in the Northern States;”

Dr. W. has attacked slavery with two 
weapons, but he has so destroyed tho point of 
each that, notwithstanding the power and 
skill with which they were wielded, that sys¬ 
tem of abominations has come off from the 
encounter without a wound or a scar. 

1. He shoivs conclusively enough that sla¬ 
very is contrary to the principles of natural 
justice. But as if to put up a complete bar to 
this truth, one which would entirely preclude 
any practical result, he tells us at the close of 
the seventh letter (pp. 107—8) that it is right 
to hold slaves for their good. A man may be 
innocent and hold slaves “not for his own ben¬ 
efit, but for the benefit of the slave, and for 
the sake of being better enabled to do justice.” 
On this principle slavery might be somewhat 
modified, but it requires but little ncuteness 
to perceive that it would never be abolished. 

2. He contends that the Bible is opposed to 
slavery. But ha admits to begin with that 
slavery among the Hebrews was essentially 
like American slavery; in other words, that 
the slaves spoken of in the Scriptures were 
properly to all intents and purposes, like the 
slaves in this country. Consequently slavery 
in the abstract was as sinful in our country as 
in the other. This admission Dr. Fuller 
makes the hinge on which the whole contro¬ 
versy turns, and I believe no man can doubt 
which way it turns. It constitutes the pre¬ 
mise on which his whole scripture argument 
is bqsed. And I do not wonder that Dr. W. 
if he believed that Hebrew and American sla¬ 
very were alike, concluded, as he says in the 
preface to the volume, “that the letters of Dr. 
Fuller must in many cases modify the views 
of Christians at the North.” But if he will 
examine the letter of the General Conference 
in Maine to the Presbytery of Toinbeckbee, 
he will see that there must be some “Chris¬ 
tians at the North” who will think that on 
this point, notwithstanding his learning, he 
has made a most egregious blunder. 

3. I need not repeat what Dr. Fuller’s views 
as expressed in these letters are. It is suffi¬ 
cient to say that, though he condemns the 
abuses of slavery, he justifies the thing itself, 
as something in conformity with the prin¬ 
ciples of justice, and sanctioned by the word 
of God. And he even goes so far as to say 
that there are principles of expediency which 
will sometimes justify masters in withholding 
from their slaves all instruction, moral and

These letters, Dr. W. tells us in his rejoin¬ 
der, were read by himself “with profound at¬ 
tention and unfeigned admiration.” In bis 
opinion they exhibit a “love to God, a rever¬ 
ence for his word, and a warm spirit of phi¬ 
lanthropy which must melt away every prej¬ 
udice.” And on the whole he concludes that 
he and Dr.F. “very nearly agree,”—that they 
“arrive at their conclusion by different trains 
of argument, but the conclusion seems almost 
precisely the same.” Surely slavery must 
nave received a terrible blow from such an 
opponent! 

But this is not all. Dr. W. tells us just be¬ 
fore he takes leave that “he fears that the 
emancipation of the slaves in the West Indies 
is not accomplishing what was expected.” I 
suppose it is not accomplishing what slave¬ 
holders expected, or perhaps hoped. But 
that Dr. W. should still be in doubt ou this 
point is no great mark of ability on his part to 
discuss the question of slavery. 

And finally he tells us that “liberty is too 
violent a stimulant to be safely administered 
to a race who have long been bred in slavery. 
They must be taught and become accustomed 
to the responsibilities which it involves, be¬ 
fore they can use it aright.” 

Although the Dr. claims all the ideas in 
these letters as original, “not one having been 
suggested to him by any other person,” it was 
of precisely the idea just quoted, and in al¬ 
most the same words, that Macauly said, ten 
years ago, that it “was worthy of the fool in 
tbe old story who resolved not to go into the 
water till he had learnt to swim!” 

The influence of men who make high pro¬ 
fessions of abhorrence of slavery, and yet re¬ 
fuse to act against it has alwaygbeen the most 
pernicious influence with which we have had 
to contend. Thus no man in our land has 
dealt out more bitter invective against slavery 
and slaveholders, than J. Q. Adams; and yet 
there has been no anti-slavery measure adopt¬ 
ed/or action, which he has not opposed. So 
it is with Dr. Wayland. He condemns sla¬ 
very in unqualified terms,—and when the so¬ 
ciety of Christians with which he is connected 
attempt any action, even if it is nothing more 
than to adopt the simple rule,—to employ no 
slaveholder ns a missionary,—he opposes the 
measure, and joins the South. The South¬ 
ern portion of tho Baptist Triennial Conven¬ 
tion secede.
